When our policy was ouslinc.d, many 
of those present agreed to join the Asso- 
ciation., The chief complaint here is that 
Aborigines have to work for.tlieir rat- 
ions of flour, tea, and sugar, and have no 
opportunity, of outside employment. 

A pitiful sight was ati aged Aborigin- 
al woman, in Ihe winter of her life, with 
no food except Hour, tea, and sugar, and 
. in very poor lodgings. This old ladj'. was » 
very anxious for our Associatioi^l:to.,SllCr
